NSDUH 2016

The National Survey on Drug Use and Health (NSDUH), sponsored by the Substance
Abuse and Mental Health Services Administration (SAMHSA), will be conducted in Iowa
this year. The NSDUH is one of the data sources IDPH uses in identifying trends and
determining priorities for substance abuse education, prevention and treatment services
statewide.

The NSDUH is a scientific, national survey intended to provide up-to-date information
on alcohol, tobacco, and drug use, mental health and other health-related issues.
Randomly selected households will be sent letters explaining the study and informing
them a professional field interviewer will soon be contacting them to see if an eligible
resident will voluntarily participate in the approximately one hour home interview.

The 2015 Iowa Health Profile is available on the Healthy Iowans website, and can be
used to support priority health issue recommendations for inclusion in Healthy Iowans:

access to quality health services and support, acute diseases, addictive behaviors,
chronic diseases, environmental health, health living, injury and violence, mental health
and mental preparedness, and preparedness and response.

Medicaid modernization

The IA Health Link program will now begin March 1. With the additional 60-day grace

period, Medicaid members can continue seeing their current providers. Members can
make their selection of a managed care organization (MCO) through February 17 for
coverage beginning March 1. Members will have until May 18 to make a change for any
reason, and then for "good cause" reasons after that. To help members be informed
about their selection, Iowa Medicaid and the MCOs will be visiting 11 cities across Iowa
in January and February to conduct training and enrollment events. Listed below are
the dates, times, and locations of the Provider Education Sessions.

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US Bureau of Labor Statistics Census of Fatal Occupational Injuries (CFOI) Data

Calculations and graphing by IDPH OHSSP

While the rate of fatal work injuries continues to drop in the U.S., the Iowa rate continues to climb. US Bureau of
Labor Statistics Census of Fatal Occupational Injuries (BLS CFOI) data are used by the IDPH Occupational Health and
Safety Surveillance Program (OHSSP) to annually calculate Occupational Health Indicators (OHI), including the one
shown. Preliminary CFOI data for 2014 renders an Iowa rate of 5.8 deaths per 100,000 full-time equivalent workers
(FTE) compared to the U.S. rate of 3.4 deaths/100,000 FTE. In 2014, 34 percent of the Iowa deaths involved a
transportation event (U.S. 40 percent), 28 percent involved falls, trips, and slips (U.S. 17 percent) and 21 percent

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involved contact with objects or equipment (U.S. 15 percent). Agricultural industry fatalities were responsible for the
majority (31 percent) of the 90 Iowa fatal work injuries in 2014. All 2014 data is provisional, pending the release of
the final updated CFOI data later this spring. For more information about the OHSSP, contact Kathy Leinenkugel.
